The Town has never been on a better 
financial footing. All bills for the year 
were paid, and no debt of any consequence 
remained. The early and severe winter 
taxed the highway budget and its equip- 
ment, but outside of a few complaints, the 
roads were kept in good shape. 


Despite much hassling, a court ap- 
pearance, and other obstructionist tac- 
tics by the School Board, the Tax Ante 
cipation Note did not have to be rolled 
over prematurely, due to the dedication 
and responsibilities adhered to by the 
town fathers. 


The Police Department problems were 
solved, problems that were blown out of 
proportion by the countless, but ground- 
less, stories fed to the press.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1986 has shown an increase 
in police department business, with 3,216 
telephone calis, and 684 complaints. We 
feel this is due to the ever-increasing 
population of the town. 


Even with all the changes that have 
taken place within the police department 
during the past year, we have managed to 
have an officer on call 24 hours a day. 
There have been very few occasions when it 
has become necessary to call the State Po- 
lice, as compared to other towns even larg- 
er than ours. I feel this is due largely 
to the dedication of the officers who have 
served throughout the past year, and I 
would like to take this opportunity to 
thank them. 


We purchased a new cruiser on May 30, 
and since that time have put on a total of 
19,400 miles. I am working on increasing 
patrol hours in an attempt to cut down the 
number of break-ins and vandalism calls 
that continue to lead the number of our 
calls. 


We are also working toward purchasing 
a new radar unit, as our old one stopped 
working in May. and we have been unable to 
get it repaired. There is a possibility 
that we can purchase this through a 50/50 
grant with the New Hampshire Highway Safe- 
ty Committee. Hopefully, this will help 
to reduce the speed on our roads, which 
we have also received numerous complaints 
on. It is very difficult to prove in 
court that a person was exceeding the speed 
limit without a radar reading.

I would also like to take this op- 
portunity to thank all of the other de- 
partments who have assisted us through- 
out the past year. The Fire Department, 
the Highway Department, and all the other 
town officials who have been available to 
us.

REPORT OF THE STRAFFORD REGIONAL 
PLANNING COMMISSION 
for the 
Town of Middleton 


The Strafford Regional Planning Com- 
mission provides planning assistance and 
services to member towns and cities in 
both Strafford and Rockingham Counties. 
Staff efforts and expertise are expended 
in several areas, including: transporta- 
tion planning, environmental analysis, 
community development and related eco- 
nomic growth and community land use plan- 
ning. Technical assistance via contracts 
is also provided for solid waste and house- 
hold hazardous waste management, federal 
grant applications, zoning, master plans, 
site review, and capital programming. We 
also provide other special studies via con- 
tract. 


SRPC is currently developing a land 
use map for the region to assist compre- 
hensive planning efforts. The Commission 
is also developing planning guidelines for 
water resource protection. These guide- 
lines will provide a way for individual 
communities to adopt water resource master 
plan components that comply with Chapter 
167 RSAs. We are also developing a re- 
gional and individualized town and city 
data base. 


In the realm of transportation, SRPC, 
through contracts with the New Hampshire 
Department of Transportation and the Coop- 
eration Alliance for Seacoast Transporta- 
tion (COAST) mass’ transit system, has 
planned for an improved transportation sys- 
tem. SRPC has assisted COAST in analysis 
of the following: a COAST Market Survey 
profiling riders, a Survey of the Seacoast 
Trucking Industry and a Performance eval- 
uation of the UNH Shuttle Bus System. 
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Research/Data Analysis - 1990 Census 


Preparation - Prepared a proposal to the 
U.S. Census Bureau outlining needed changes 
in census tracts and block groups in the 
Strafford planning region. SRPC conducted 
preliminary research and an organizational 
program for the regional data base. 


Middleton sub-contracted with SKPC to 
conduct all aspects of the Town's CDBG 
feasibility study. The product of this 
study, a data base with information on 
Middleton's income characteristics and 
housing conditions, will provide the back- 
ground information necessary to apply for 
a full grant. SRPC will submit a CDBG ap- 
plication to the State on behalf of the 
Town in 1987. The town intends to use 
these funds to establish a housing reno- 
vation program, similar to that of Mil- 
ton's and Farmington's. 


SRPC also acted as a liaison between 
the Town and the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice by arranging field inspections for 
possible septage lagoon sites. SRPC also 
provided a letter of support for Middle- 
ton's Land and Water Conservation Fund 
grant which was submitted to the State by 
the Middleton School District.

The past year has been a very active one 
in the Farmington School District. Based on 
the results of achievement tests administered, 
students in attendance in the Farmington 
schools are continuing to experience success 
and achievement, especially in the areas of 
reading vocabulary and comprehension. Addi- 
tional focus is necessary on math computa- 
tion and language arts. 


In addition to a continuing focus on 
the basic subject matter areas, programs for 
gifted and talented children, children with 
special needs and programs in computer edu- 
cation and critical thinking skills continue 
to receive the attention and support of the 
principals and faculties. 


As is the case with many communities in 
the area, Farmington is experiencing growth. 
Current facilities within the District are 
at capacity with the prospect that addition- 
al space will be needed in the near future, 
a relative certainty. The need to continue 
the expansion of library facilities and plan 
for a comprehensive junior high/middle 
school program are topics, in addition to 
the continuation of curriculum evaluation, 
which will require attention and resolution 
within the next several years in Farmington. 


As I have indicated in previous reports, 
Farmington tuition rates have demonstrated a 
trend toward markedly higher expenditure 
costs in the Farmington District. The pro- 
cess of local investment in the school sys- 
tem has been supported by the recent revision 
of the State Foundation Aid program. The 
substantial increase in State aid to proper- 
ty poor districts such as Farmington, has 
enabled the Farmington District to make major 
budgetary increases in a number of areas 


directly affecting the instructional proccess 
such as teact.er salaries, library materials 
and instruc-ional equipment. Once again, 
during the coming Legislative Session, there 
will be ~enewed activity to gain additional 
funding for the State Foundation Aid program 
and once again I recommend that all voters 

of the Middleton School District contact 
their State Representatives and State Sena- 
tor in support of an increased level of State 
funding. A major increase in State support 
for local school districts is the only way to 
alleviate the archaic reliance on the proper- 
ty tax as the major means of underwriting the 
costs of educating our children. 


You will note that Article 3 of the 
current School District meeting warrant is 
to see if the District wishes to accept and 
match a $20,000 Federal Land and Water Con- 
servation grant received by the District 
this year primarily through the efforts of 
the Recreation Committee under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Darlene Cremmons with the sup- 
port of the School Board. Regardless of the 
disposition of the Article by the voters, I 
believe Mrs. Cremmons and her fellow members 
of the Recreation Committee and members of 
the School Board are to be commended for 
their initiative in attracting these Federal 
dollars for Middleton. 


I also believe the Middleton District 
should continue to study cooperative school 
district options with adjacent towns. Farm- 
ington is researching the proposition of a 
new high school, which I believe makes a 
tremendous amount of sense. I would also 
urge the District to continue the study for 
the construction of your own elementary 
school, grades K-8, as part of reviewing the 


present AREA (Authorized Regional Enrollment 
Area) contract with Farmington. 


On behalf of the members of the School 
Administrative Unit #44 staff, I wish to 
express our continued appreciation to the 
members of the School Board and key commun- 
ity people for their cooperation and efforts 
on behalf of providing the finest possible 
set of educational opportunities for our 
children.

FARMINGTON HIGH SCHOOL 


I hereby submit my thirteenth report as 
Principal of Farmington High School. 


When one tries to evaluate the successes 
or lack of successes in any given school year, 
it becomes extremely difficult due to many 
Significant factors that go into an educa- 
tional process. 


We have tried to stress over the past 
several years curriculum development, the 
recruitment of teachers, a systematic dis- 
Cipline procedure, extra-curricula activi- 
ties, maintenance of facilities, and many 
other factors that contribute to the well- 
being of a school. 


If we were to characterize the 1986-87 
school year, it could be one of blending or 
coming together as much of the hard work of 
past years by many people resulted in sub- 
stantial forward progress for Farmington 
High School. 


The three year plan we established to 
keep abreast of or above state minimum 
standards, materialized with all aspects of 
the educational curriculum accounted for. 
Included was the establishment of a Compu- 
ter Literacy program, an Economics program 
coupled with Civics, and slight modifications 
in the Social Studies area. Thus, once again 
we are fully accredited by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. In addition, we estab- 
lished a Special Education program which 
brought back into the district students who 
have been previously tuitioned out. This 
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program, called Life Skills, has.xrapidly be- 
come an integral part of our school system. 


The teacher turnover ratio, which has 
been extremely high in past years, was prac- 
tically nil at the high school for 1986-87. 
With the exception of two teachers who were 
not rehired, not one teacher left the system. 
This allows for continuity in educational 
programming and gives us that experience that 
is so vital in retaining a quality staff. 


The physical environment of the building 
received several transplants this year as a 
section of the roof was replaced, a front en- 
try way was built, a section of tile in the 
hallway was replaced, new curtains were pur- 
chased for the gym, and the gym floor was 
sanded and refinished for the first time in 
two decades. 


The High School population rose as ex- 
pected and we had an enrollment of 349 as 
the year got underway. With mere growth in 
town expected, and along with it, a swelling 
population, the Long Range Planning Committee 
has been studying future options for the dis- 
Me ef ty Bi 


With the increased population, some of 
our programs are now overtaxed and any future 
building consideration should address these 
shortcomings. In the area of Industrial Arts 
we were only able to schedule seven freshmen 
this year, even though the interest was much 
greater than that. The Art program, only in 
its infancy, has more students than can be 
adequately handled. Our English program has 
had the benefit of an Intern from U.N.H. for 
the past four years. This year we scheduled 
more students than was previously the case. 


Our Resource Room has 71 student slots, an 
all time high. The cafeteria, too small 
twenty years ago, looks even smaller in the 
face of the increasing population. 


When the district does embark on build- 
ing new facilities, one of the primary con- 
cerns should be in the area of Vocational 
Education. We have continued to send stu- 
dents to Somersworth High for vocational 
training and this year we have students go- 
ing to Spaulding and Dover High School as 
well. A growing town such as this needs to 
look at offerings that would be feasible for 
our students. 


A pleasant addition to Farmington High 
this year was the enrollment of five foreign 
exchange students, two from Mexico, and one 
each from Germany, Netherlands, and Japan. 

The cultural exchange has been extremely bene- 
ficial to our students and these students have 
adjusted to our environment extremely well. 


I would be remiss if I did not mention 
our Granite State Challenge team and the suc- 
cess they had. Three years ago we had our 
first match on Channel 11 and did not return 
for a second. This year, we defeated Little- 
ton and Wilton-Lyndeborough before bowing to 
Laconia in the quarter finals. It was an ed- 
ucational experience that none of the parti- 
cipants will forget. 


Just prior to writing this report, we re- 
ceived word from the Labor Department that we 
would be the recipient of the $25,000.00 grant 
from the New Hampshire Job Training Council. 
This grant was written by Peter Jarrett, Guid- 
ance Counselor and is aimed at helping those 
students who are drop-out prone and need job 
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entry skills. All students who are in spe- 
cial programs or from low income families 
are eligible for assistance in this program. 


I would like to thank the School Board, 
the Superintendent's Office, the Community, 
the Faculty, and the Students for the support 
that has been so prominent in the past year.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
MAIN STREET SCHOOL 


The 1986 school year provided challenge, 
innovation, and ongoing improvement at the 
Main Street School. A $20,000.00 Federal 
Grant for Excellence in Education was awarded 
to our school and pertained to enhancing crit- 
ical thinking skills. At present the staff 
is involved with Phase II which includes a 
series of workshops designed to increase com- 
munication skills and also to revise the CORT 
curriculum. 


Other improvements involve a relocation 
of the school library to an appropriately ren- 
ovated auxilliary building. This action oc- 
curred as a gift donated by student fundrais- 
ers. Library offerings have been expanded 
due to the increased purchase of comprehen- 
Sive and varied types of literature. Com- 
puter proficiency continued to be a major 
goal relative to the equipment obtained. 

A security system was installed to maintain 
sufficient facility protection. 


Students were provided the opportunity 
to participate in a more varied after-school 
program which encompassed Odyssey of the Mind, 
interscholastic teams, cheerleading, winter 
festival, drama club, art club, school dances, 
computer club, chess club and media club. In 
addition to the general academic programs, 
the regular school day provided activities 
directed at enrichment and exposure to cul- 
tural diversity such as that via field trips, 
guest speakers, and assemblies. 


Staff turnover was minimal and comprised 
of a regular education teacher, a special 
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education teacher, an aide, and the principal. 
As the principal, I would like to thank the 
community for your warm and friendly welcome. 
Although I have only been at the Main Street 
School for three months, your support and en- 
thusism for "our kids" and what is best- 
suited for their proper education is appar- 
ent. Several issues must be addressed to in- 
sure a healthy educational future. 


Recent scores on two national standard- 
ized tests indicated a serious need for curri- 
culum refinement directed at developing com- 
putational skills and language structure. We 
must make every effort to link the school 
with the home in order to develop and to re- 
inforce those particular skills our students 
are lacking. 


Another need is in regard to our building. 
We are experiencing overcrowding related to 
the increased student population and its di- 
versity; within the near future we will need 
an expanded facility. Due to this current 
situation, we are not in compliance with all 
the state minimum standards necessary to be- 
come a legitimate junior high or middle school. 
This specifically includes the fact that we 
are unable to provide industrial arts and home 
economics, and that our library lacks one half 
the volumes mandated to meet the minimum stand- 
ards. Our library is only open when we thank- 
fully have our volunteers. It is imperative 
that the community plan for this future and 
consider allocating the funds vital to assure 
adequate programs and facilities. 


. In conclusion, I wish to sincerely thank 
those of you who have volunteered your time, 
your gifts from our “wish list", your thrust 
for accountability, and your caring devotion

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
MEMORIAL DRIVE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


The year 1986 has been both rewarding and 
challenging for our school family. Most im- 
portant has been our recent notification by 
the State Department of Education of our ap- 
proval status designating Memorial Drive Ele- 
mentary School as one of the programs achieving 
a Category I-B rating. Category I-B defines 
those schools which meet all state minimum re- 
quirements with the exception of a public kin- 
dergarten program (I-A rating). Presently, 
only 29% of the state's elementary schools 
have been rated as I-A or I-B programs. Most 
elementary schools in New Hampshire are rated 
Category II (63%) and do not meet several 
state standards. Eight percent fall in the 
Category III rating, and fall short of meet- 
ing many of the expected standards for pro- 
gramming and facilities. 





We are all extremely proud of this accom- 
plishment, and the tremendous progress our 
school has made over the last four years. 

This was truly a community effort supported 

by parents, elected officials, School Board 
members, school staff, administration, and 

PTA. We presently are the only elementary 
school in SAU #44 to have achieved this ap- 
proved rating! This speaks well for the Farm- 
ington community, and the continued commit- 
ment toward quality education for our children. 
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We have worked diligently to upgrade our 
growing elementary library collection to meet 
those state minimum requirements. We have 
also improved that facility by staffing the 
program with two part-time assistants who 
work closely with the librarian to coordinate 
the media center activities for both Memorial 
Drive and the high school. In addition, par- 
ent volunteers have continued to play a valu- 
able role in the operation of the library. 
Thanks to these changes, we were able to reach 
that Category I-B rating during 1986. 


Progress has continued to be made on our 
playground/athletic fields, and several im- 
provements have been evident during 1986. In 
the spring, work was completed on landscap- 
ing our new addition by adding flowerbeds and 
shrubs around the entire rear of the build- 
ing. Over 600 flower bulbs were planted by 
the children with the help of John Nolan 
(Farmington Recreation Director) and his 
tireless work crew. In November our newly 
purchased playground equipment was installed 
over one weekend by a terrific group of par- 
ent/school volunteers. This included two 
slides, an eight-seat swing set, a space 
climber, rainbow arch, and a 10' carrousel. 
Needless to say, the students have enjoyed 
these excellent additions to our playground. 
Thanks to the Town of Farmington, many yards 
of sand were graciously spread around the new 
equipment, and grading was done to improve 
the play area. The equipment purchases were 
made as part of the total Land and Water Con- 
servation Grants received by the Farmington 
School District in 1985 and 1986 to create the 
new athletic fields/playground facility. This 
included the $2,000 given by the PTA to pur- 
chase new playground equipment. Many thanks 
to all. 
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During 1986, Memorial Drive School has 
continued its efforts to improve instruc- 
tion and offer new opportunities for learn- 
ing. With 629 students currently enrolled 
in grades Readiness - Sixth, our student pop- 
ulation continues to increase at a rapid 
pace. This provides added emphasis to the 
growth of educational programs in our school. 
We have worked hard to accommodate changes, 
as well as continue those programs which have 
been improved or begun in the last four years. 
The following list summarizes just a few of 
the accomplishments achieved during 1986 by 
our students, staff, and school supporters. 


1. We have continued to expand our com- 
puter literacy program with the addition of 
seven Apple Ile computers. This brings our 
total number of computer units to eighteen 
for the elementary school, and includes three 
dot matrix printers and one letter quality 
printer. Over $1500 of new computer pro- 
grams are now catalogued in the media center 
and available for student use, and may also 
be checked-out by community members. Our 
PTA newsletters and many school communica- 
tions continue to be computer generated. 
Several computer workshops were held during 
1986, and a number of interested parents at- 
tended, as well as school staff. Fourteen 
of our elementary teachers completed a semes- 
ter computer course this fall taught by the 
University of New Hampshire in our high school 
computer lab. This willingness to enhance 
teacher and student skills is consistent with 
meeting the technological changes being seen 
in our society in the 1980's. 


2. During 1986, several new curricu- 
lum programs have been implemented school- 
wide. These include a new language arts 


program, the McMillan English series for 
grades R - 6th, Phonics by Steck-Vaughn for 
grades ist - 4th, and the Book-It program by 
Pizza Hut. Children are able to earn free 
pizzas by reading four books and reporting 
on them each month. One of our school goals 
during 1986 has been to improve student 
achievement and motivation in the areas of 
language usage and reading comprehension. 
Tremendous enthusiasm has been generated, 
and increased levels of creative writing and 
story development have been observed through 
the added emphasis of these programs. 


3. Our Odyssey of the Mind program has 
continued to grow in strength and interest. 
This past March, seven Memorial Drive teams 
competed in regional and state competitions. 
Five division I teams (grades 1-5) and two 
division II teams (grade 6) represented our 
school with their fourteen teacher/parent 
coaches. Our division II balsa wood struc- 
ture team earned a second place trophy in 
the state competition, and continued our 
string of state award winners over the last 
four years. All of our teams performed ex- 
ceptionally well, and we are very proud of 
them. 


4. Continuing with our commitment to 
provide educational opportunities for gifted 
and talented students, has been our recent 
notification of grant awards to our school 
by the State of New Hampshire. Through the 
efforts of Mrs. Caroline Butler, Memorial 
Drive assistant principal, we have been a- 
warded grants from the Governor's Initiative 


for Excellence in Education: the first grant 
for $2,000 establishes teacher resources in 


the school and planning strategies to imple- 
ment programs; the second grant for $1,500 
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provides funds to supply field experts to 
conduct teacher training, workshops, and con- 
sulting time. Mrs. Butler was selected as 
one of sixty-one participants in the Gover- 
nor's Institute for Gifted and Talented Edu- 
cation this past summer. For two weeks she 
received intensive training with other highly 
recognized educators from throughout the state. 
As one of only a few administrators chosen 
after a demanding selection process, we are 
all extremely proud of her and the efforts 
she has given to enhance the educational op- 
portunities for our students and teachers. 
The support we will gain through these grants 
can only further enhance our ability to meet 
the needs of children. 


9. Several other activities have been 
started during 1986 which should provide on- 
going instructional opportunities for stu- 
dents and teachers. Most of our staff parti- 
Cipated in two aquatic workshops given by 
the New Hampshire Fish and Game Division for 
use of stream and pond life in our commu- 
nity. Two of our teachers (Mrs. Mary Jolles 
and Mrs. Diane Corneau) were selected for 
training in the new state program Project 
Wild, which has become operational this year. 
It emphasizes environmental protection and 
wildlife management. Of the initial state- 
wide personnel trained, only three were 
teachers. This speaks well for our school 
and staff. 


One of our teachers received a stipend 
from the Strafford County Soil Conservation 
District to be trained this summer in Ver- 
mont on integrating conservation teaching in- 
to the curriculum. Miss Beth Roggle was the 
only New Hampshire teacher to receive such an 
award. Beginning in January 1987/7 our school 


will be adopted by Strafford County Soil Con- 
servation District as a pilot program to de- 
velop outdoor classrooms with the assistance 
of the teachers and children. This should be 
exciting and beneficial to the school and town. 


Last spring 25 of our sixth graders spent 
a week at Sargent Camp in Peterborough, N.H. 
This is an environmental camp sponsored by 
Boston University, and provides training for 
students in respect of our natural resources, 
as well as working together as teams to build 
group trust to accomplish projects. This was 
a terrific experience for the students; an- 
other group of approximately fifty students 
will have that same opportunity this coming 
March. 


Implementation of an economics curriculum 
for fourth graders has been started during 
1986. Planning by teachers with the aid of 
state officials, has made this possible; our 
goal is to better inform students about our 
economy and their knowledge of personal, 
corporate, and governmental economics which 
can help them with a basic understanding of 
the free enterprise system. Many excellent 
curriculum materials have been purchased (in- 
cluding two computer programs), all age appro- 
priate for elementary children. We will be 
one of only a few elementary schools with 
such units being taught in the classroom. 


We continue to be thrilled with the tre- 
mendous growth of our elementary band pro- 
gram. Under the direction of Miss Susan 
Rogers, our band now has fifty-two members 
(thirty-six beginning students), and several 
children taking piano lessons, as well. Per- 
haps one day a marching band might be heard 
through the streets of Farmington! In 
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addition, our choir chime group has continued 
to grow and offers a different sound and quali- 
ty to our always special concerts. 


6. Through the support of the Farming- 
ton Lions’ Club and the School Board, Memori- 
al Drive School has implemented a new pro- 
gram at the sixth grade called Quest. This 
program is designed to help young adoles- 
cents develop sound decision-making skills 
for life's choices. It involves communica- 
tion skills, thinking skills, and personal 
relations skills. The emphasis on making 
healthy, informed choices without peer pres- 
sure is one method of combating alcohol and 
substance abuse among young people. Using 
this Skills for Adolescence program as part 
of the regular course of study in the sixth 
grade is an important concept in the program. 
Through the training received by our co- 
directors (Miss Patricia Goggin - 6th grade 
teacher and Andrew Chiappinelli - elementary 
counselor), this program offers students an 
Opportunity to learn about themselves, their 
feelings, and their relationships with peers 
and family. We are very excited about its 
potential, and the fact that we are ahead of 
other state schools in having our program 
operational. The Lions' Club and state and 
national PTA have strongly endorsed Quest as 
a desired program in our public schools. 


7. Our school was awarded a $2,000 grant 
through the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Children and Youth Services to Implement 
a project for educating students, teachers, 
and parents about the everpresent problems of 
physical and sexual abuse of children. In 
April our entire school marched through Farm- 
ington carrying balloons in support of greater 
community awareness of the problems of child 
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abuse. This fall we have had teacher train- 
ing sessions and visited all classrooms with 
Walt Disney films, educating children about 
strangers and potential sexual abuse. Under 
our grant program, Project S.A.P.P. (Pri- 

mary Prevention of Sexual Abuse) our school 

is taking a strong stand regarding abuse edu- 
cation in the community, and the needs affect- 
ing our children. Parent programming will be- 
gin in the New Year. Our program was one of 
fourteen grants awarded by the state from fif- 
ty-two proposals submitted! 


We have continued our on-going program 
with Southeastern New Hampshire Services to 
provide support groups for children from al- 
coholic families. We again received a grant 
of $1100 from the New Hampshire Trust Fund, 
and feel that our efforts certainly allow 
those students affected to receive a better 
Opportunity to learn in a supportive school 
environment. 


8. The Memorial Drive PTA has continued 
its tremendous growth and leadership in the 
school and community. Under the leadership 
of its past president (Paul Chevaller) and 
its current president (Al Poirier) with the 
full support of hard-working officers, the 
membership rolls have increased each year. 
The PTA has supported the programming efforts 
of this school well, and have supported them 
with tireless energy. In June the PTA do- 
nated a beautiful RCA Camcorder (video camera) 
to the school for its use; rarely a day goes 
by that some class, group, or event doesn't 
have it checked-out! The PTA also donated 
the previously mentioned $2,000 check for the 
purchase of new playground equipment. During 
1986, the PTA sponsored several ice cream so- 
cials for families, sponsored the 1st Annual 
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Ham ‘n Bean Supper in support of the winter 
and summer Special Olympics for our special 
needs youngsters, and ran the growing Attend- 
dance Hot Line for the school. They donated 
berets for the children and coaches partici- 
pating in the Odyssey of the Mind competi- 
tions, and recognized our faculty/staff sever- 
al times during the year with special thank 
you gifts. They provided supper for our staff 
during the Parent-Teacher Conference Day last 
January. Always they are present to provide 
refreshments and support during the many 
school events. 





This year the PTA received a grant for 
$1,191 from the New Hampshire State PTA to 
provide parent workshops on community health 
issues. Thanks to Mrs. Jolles, Mrs. Corneau, 
and Mrs. Joanne Cameron (grant coordinators) 
two excellent, well-attended programs have 
been held. Transportation and baby sitting 
services are also provided through the grant. 
Several more programs have been planned for 
the new year, with the PTA's major focus be- 
ing to further involve and educate our parents. 
Our PTA is an organization that is essential 
to the continued progress of Memorial Drive 
School, and without whom we would not be as 
successful. My hat goes off to each and every 
member! 


9. Through the many efforts of our school 
program and PTA, another fantastic group has 
emerged which is providing valuable support 
for our school. The Memorial Drive Elementary 
Volunteers coordinated by Mrs. Darlene Cardi- 
nal have worked daily in our school to assist 
teachers, class activities, and the media cen- 
ter. Through the New Hampshire Volunteers 
Association, our group of twelve to twenty vol- 
unteers have really created a tremendous bond 
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for our school with them. 


As we continue these tremendous im- 
provements in our school programs, it is 
not enough to realize the many efforts of 
our fine instructional and support staffs. 
Without their dedication, our children wou!d 
not grow and mature with a positive approach 
to life and learning. Little turnover was 
experienced this year in change of staff. 
This is a credit to the improvement in pro- 
gramming, organization, and continued up- 
grading of salaries. This must remain a 
priority for our system, as our most import- 
ant asset in the school is its people! 
Farmington should feel proud of the role 
models exemplified by our staff for children. 
It is a privilege to work in association 
with such fine professionals. 


As we enter the new year, we wish to con- 
tinue that enthusiasm and spirit which fos- 
ters pride in our school. We call upon each 
of you to become involved with the needs of 
Memorial Drive School, and assist us in reach- 
ing our instructional, as well as community 
goals. 


With our rapidly growing town and ex- 
panded school population, we must take a 
serious look at how we will maintain these 
excellent programs in our school. This 
growth (629 students) factor continues to 
strain our facility, as well as establish 
on-going budgetary concerns. As our town 
prepares for the growth which is now begin- 
ning to significantly affect all our schools, 
much thought must be given to the future 
facility needs of the school district. It 
is not educationally sound to expect to oper- 
ate a /00 student elementary school, or crowd 


thirty to forty students into classrooms. 

We have made educational gains in test 
scores, achieved Category I-B status, and 
provided exemplary instructional programming 
because we have followed sensible guidelines 
for promoting excellence in the classroom. 

We do not want to regress; we must be ready 
to support building plans and budgetary needs 
before they suddenly surprise us! 


Following the tragic Challenger accident, 
last spring our fifth grade established a 
beautiful memorial to the Challenger astro- 
nauts, including Christa McAuliffe. With 
the assistance of Mrs. Nathalie Turner, art 
teacher, they painted a life size wall mural 
depicting those courageous seven Americans. 
We would iike to invite our community mem- 
bers to visit with us, and share in this ex- 
pression of love and admiration for these 
fallen heroes. We encourage you to see what 
has been patiently and elegantly drawn by our 
children to commemorate a most valued and in- 
herent belief--"the joy to teach our children" 
That is why we exist at Memorial Drive Elemen- 
tary School.

MIDDLETON SCHOOL BOARD 


The Middleton School Board *welcomed the 
new year with great excitement and antici- 
pation. On line was to be Middleton's be- 
ginning for a Recreational Park. 


After many hours of hard work in putting 
together plans and ideas the time had come to 
"put it all together." 


With the help of Ed Randall Construction, 
DiPrizio Lumber, DiPrizio Garage, Kinville 
Corp., Jriple.'B:' Construction, Paul oeurdaue, 
Contractor, Friends of Recreation, Kit Clews, 
Moe Rowen and the many, many, many volunteers, 
the tires rolled into place. The Board hosted 
an appreciation and ribbon cutting ceremony 
on August 6, 1986, and were congratulated by 
our State House Representative, Timothy Bates, 
and Chuck Christy, Director of N.H. Parks and 
Recreation. 


The School Board is further proud to an- 
nouce the acceptance of the "Middleton Re- 
creational Area Development" project for Fed- 
eral Land and Water Conservation Funds in the 
amount of $20,000. A lot of planning and many 
hours were put into this application and we, 
as citizens of Middleton, should be thankful 
for being selected for these funds and should 
take full advantage of its availability. 


The new radios have been installed in our 
buses and have been a valuable assistance and 
addition to aid in transportation safety. We 
would like to extend our sincere appreciation 
to our bus drivers, Roy- Snyder, Debbie Chesley, 
‘Freda Frost and Kim DiPrizio, for their con- 
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tinued dedication in safely transporting our 
children to and from school. 


Due to combined circumstances of popula- 
tion movement and the discontinued need of a 
Special Education Aide, the District was for- 
tunate to pull through a difficult budget 
flow. The revision of the State Foundation 
Aid program known as the Augenblick Plan, 
brought additional revenue to the Farminton 
School District which, in turn, affected the 
Middleton School District through its Tuition- 
AREA agreement. With help from SAU #44 and 
Doug Brown from the State Board of Education, 
the Middleton District costs were stabilized 
and the Board could work from the bottom line. 


The School Board appointed three members 
to a Regional Cooperative School District 
Planning Committee who attended various meet- 
ings; however, no firm recommendations were 
developed. 


The District, with a few concerned voters, 
is now participating with Farmington on a 
long-range study committee to help prepare 
for the long term development of schools, pre- 
pare and plan for overcrowding and future 
needs. 


Lastly, the Middleton School Board would 
like to extend its sincere appreciation to 
Barry Clough, Superintendent of Schools and 
his staff for continued service and assis- 
tance to our School District.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL RECREATION COMMITTEE 


During the past year, the Recreation Com- 
mittee has worked very diligently to estab- 
lish a recreational park for all the residents 
of Middleton to enjoy. Using twelve thousand 
dollars of the Augenblick Monies we took our 
first steps in establishing a creative play- 
ground for children of all ages in conjunc- 
tion with recommendations made by the Dept. 
of Parks and Recreation of the State and es- 
timated at a cost of no less than thirty 
thousand dollars. Many hard working volun- 
teers came one rainy Saturday and "Put It All 
Together". Channel 11 Public Television 
filmed this fine display of community spirit 
and aired it on New Hampshire Crossroads in 
October. A portion of the money was paid to 
Ed Randall for the gravel to be used on the 
multi-purpose ballfield. 


We applied for a forty thousand matching 
grant fund--twenty thousand of state funding 
and twenty appropriated through town revenues-- 
and were accepted by the State and are waiting 
to vote on this at the March School District 
meeting. This money will be used for future 
plans indeveloping this multi-purpose ball- 
field, parking area, horseshoe pits, bicycle 
rack, and backstop for the ball field. We hope 
to incorporate nature trails which will take 
up approximately ten acres of the School 
District land. 


On behalf of the Recreation Committee and 
the Friends of Recreation, I want to express 
my sincerest gratitude to all those people 
and businesses who gave so generously their 
help and support, which has enriched the Mid- 
dleton Recreational Park.
